Deal in Illinois. 


Robinson, IIL, Sept. 8.—An oil deal 
of considerable magnitude which has 
been pending for several months be­ 
tween the Ohio oil company, and the 
Jennings brothers, together with the 
Kenebee oil company, of which the 
Jennings 
brothers are part owners, 
has just been closed. 
The consider­ 
ation for the holdings in Clark, Craw­ 
ford and Lawrence counties, in Illi­ 
nois, is $3,000,000, and in addition to 
the Illinois field, the Jennings broth­ 
ers transfer ail their holdings in the 
different oil fields for an additional 
consideration of $27,000,000, which in­ 
cludes the pipelines and every adjunct 
t hereto.

Ellis Island, that

to th is country, has once more become 
a shining m ark for popular attention. 
There are some who would fling its 
doors wide open, and on the other 
hand there are extremists who urge 
total exclusion. 
To handle this prob­ 
lem at New York, the chief port of 
entry, a new commissioner of immi­ 
gration was recently 
appointed, or, 
more accurately, a former one was re­ 
appointed. 
He is William Williams, 
a New York city lawyer. 
It cannot be too often repeated that 
for ae ceral reasons the problem Err*77- 
tented by what. may be termed the 
new Immigration of recent years is 
widely different from that presented 
by the earlier Immigration. 
In con­ 
sidering the problem as it exists Ho* 
day two propositions must constantly 
he borne in mind. 
Most of the immigration proceeds, 
not as formerly 
from the northern 
portion of Europe, 
but from 
Italy, 
Austria and Russia, arui some of lf 
from the least desirable population of 
•those countries. 
S o one would object 
to the better classes of Italians, Auh- | 
tria ns and Russians coming here In 
large numbers; but the point is th a t j 
the', tit) ti of eoine to Hli.v 
extent, j 
The great bulk of the present imml- I 
aration settles In Ave or six of the 
•astern states, and most of It in the 
large cities of those states. 
The ten­ 
dency on the part of so many of the 
oewoom* rs to locate in the cities is 
ope of the unfortunate and startling 
features of the present Immigration. 
They resort to 
them lo an 
extent 
three times greater than do the native 
born, and by so do rig accentuate one 
of the unhealthy phenomena of mod 
e ra social life 
the abnormal growth 
of the cities a t 4he expense of the 
< mint rv, 
Every intelligent person is aware 
of the fact that large numbers of im­ 
m igrants of th e right kind are com­ 
ing here, {ind no one should wish to 
discourage them in so doing. 
But 
while Europe has a great many desir­ 
able people, Tdie also has millions of 
undesirable ones, each nation of Hu 
rope has its portion of both, and it is 
most natural that no obstacles should 
he placed in the way of the latter 
leaving their respective countries. 
The mere fact that im m igrants of 
the undesirable kind are able to earn 
a livelihood does not of Itself prove 
that they are wanted, 
Their presence 
may he and often is due to Industrial 
depression abroad 
They come here 
not because we want them, as we do 
want good farm laborers for the West 


ami Booth, but because 
o u r higher 
economic level and better conditions 
attract 
them. 
T he 
claim is often 
made that even these undesirable ele­ 
ments serve a useful purpose In th a t 
they relieve Americana of the neces­ 
sity of performing certain low-grade 
work and enable th f.n to fill higher 
places. 
This sounds well, but as a p ­ 
plied to t h e United States a t the pres- 
ent time may Im* fallacious; 
for the 
time has come 
when 
such 
higher 
places are not always vacant; so that 
the American laborer may, in effect, 
he driven out of 
employment

If the immediate development of all 
material resources were the chief end 
in view, regardless of political or so­ 
cial effects, then tit** introduction of 
low grade people, merely because tie*.’ 
are cheap laborers, could perhaps be

How further to curtail immigration 
of the undesirable kind w ithout inter­ 
fering w ith tho legitimate commercial 
demands for further Immigration of 
the right kind is a problem t h a t is 
puzzling a great m an y th in k in g peo­ 
ple. 
T he difficulty of Ifs solution Is 
increased by reason of the fact that 
it is Impracticable to legislate direct^ 
l f or discrim inate against any race 
or locality of Europe, as we have done

b e s i d e s railroad ticket to destination. 
while, in mane instances, they should 
have more.

they will not become charges on pub­ 
lic or private charity ”

The strength and stability of these m w ships ar*- not a m atter of 
theory 
or belief; they are already demonstrated facts. 
The Zeppelin I , tin 
der military 
crew, made nineteen ascensions Iwtween March 9 and April 6 
in the mountainous country above l a k e Constance, which is 1,200 feet above 
sea level. 
Three of these were made in snowstorms, one of them, lasting 
seven aud a half hours, in a blizzard. 
In another trial the ship flew for 
hours, landed and anchored sat* ly in a tremendous forty mile gale. 
With 
the conclusions “that a new Instrument for the general service of civiliza­ 
tion has arrived" and that airships ut the Zeppelin type have, according t*» 
experts, a “zone or satet\'* I rom attack by guns on Hie ground w fun travel­ 
ing about 1,650 yaids (nearly a mile) high, the authors sac that “ with the 
beat of mechanism it would la* practically Impossible to hit thes** airships 
at any range that they would approach in battle,** while, on the other hand. 
“nothing alive on the giound can escape the tire of an air-hip." 
From thi* beginning it has been perfectly * vident that the first impor­ 
tant us** of th« st- craft would be as warships, and the chief discussion of 
them in Europe, where alone the development has been followed intelli­ 
gently, has concerned their employment for this purpose 
The French, not 
having a rigid type from which guns can be fired advantageously, have 
proposed the dropping of explosives from tho r cars. 
Hut the German mili­ 
tary experts, Immediately aft* r taking over the Zeppelin I., conceived the 
Idea of using rapid-fire guns end asked their rainmakers to prepare special 
airship artillery, 
T he Knippa produced their gun this spring 
It Is a 
light, high-powered weapon, raid to weigh about 160 pound-, this light 
weight being mad** possible by special recoil mechanism. 
It fires a 1.9-inch 
shell, aud can throw nearly sixty a minute to a distance of several miles 
from th** elevated position of the a i n h i p , 
These shells are similar to those 
of the w ellknown mountain batterie*!, transported by pack animals, which 
were used in the Russo-Japane.se war. 
They are very efficient missiles, 
bursting into a shower of small, sharp fragments, which cover a space of 
some fifty feet square 
The level ear of the airship proved an excellent 
gun platform in the trials, and the rigid structure twenty tons in weight, 
was not affected by any recoil which guns of this character give
